Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
application teaches an aqueous composition comprising water, copper 
hydroxycarbonate, a copper complex-forming agent and at least one complexed water- 
soluble or water-dispersible copper complex formed by complexing of the copper 
complex-forming agent and a copper ion from the copper hydroxycarbonate. The 
closest prior art or record is DE 19918833 and US Patent No. 4,303,443, issued to 
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Miyazawa et al. Both references generally teach an electroless copper plating 
composition comprising a copper ion source, a reducing agent and a complexing agent 
but fail to teach or fairly suggest the use of copper hydroxycarbonate as claimed by 
applicants. Accordingly, this application is allowable.
